‘ DECLARATION. 

‘The Plenipoteutiaries of the Powers. who 
Bisned the Freaty of Parisof the 30th May 
1814, met in conference, having taken into 

.Coutsideration that the commerce Kkuown by 
the name of the African Siave Trade, has 
beca viewed by just and enlightened men in all 
ages, as repugnant to principles of humanity 
sed universal murality3 that tbe particular 
Circumstances ta which that commerca owed 








august Sovereigns, than in labonring to real. 
ige that engagement, and in proclaiming iú the 
game of their Sovereigns the desire of putting 
atermination ta a scourge which has long 
afflicted Africa, degraded Europe, and afflicted 
humanity ; the said Plenipotentiaries have a. 
greed to open their deliberations as to the 
means of accomplishing this grand and useful 
object by a solemn Declaration of the prin. 
ciples which have directed them in that wader. 
taking. In consequence, ad duly autherized 
by this act of unanimous adhesion of their 
respective Courtsta the principle announced 
in the said separate articte of the Treaty of 
Paris, they deciare in the face of Europe, that, 
regarding {hie universal abolition of the Trade 
in Negroes uaa measure particularly worthy 
of their attention, conform to the spirit of the 
ageand the generous principles of their august 
Sovereigns, they are animated with the sincere 
desire of concurring in the most prompt and’ 
effcacious execution of this measure by oli the 
means in their power, and to act in ilie emma 
ployment of these means with all the zeal and 
all (he persererance which they owe to so g zeat 
and so good a cause. . 

Tea well acquainted, however, with the 
sentiments of their respective Sovereigus, uot 
to Foresee, that however houerable their object, 
they wilt not pursue it without a just regard 
for the intereste, the habits, anderen the pre 
judiecs of their subjects; and the said Pleni. 
potentiartes recognising, at the same time, that 
this general Declaration shall nat prejudge the 
term which each pasticular Power may tiew 
as the most agrecable for the definitive abolie 
tion of the Negro Frade. Consequcully the 
determination of the ejoch when this com 
merce is to cease universally, skall be aa object 
of negociation between the Power; undere 
standig always, that no propet means 
shall be neglected of assuring and accelerat- 
ing its march, and that the rccipcocal eugage- 
went contracted by the present Declaration 
‘between the Sovercigus whoare parties to it, 
shal} not be considered as Ful@lled till the 
moment when comptete success shall have 
erowned their uaited etterts.
